[Text] Combat News from Central Shan State: 


On 11 December 1981, a guerrilla attack by a emall unit of the People's Army between 
(Po Hnawng) and (Loi Hko) killed three enemy soldiers from the military government's 
mercenary lith Infantry regiment. 


On 27 December, another attack by the People’s Army killed or wounded more than 20 
enemy soldiers from the 2d column of the military government's mercenary 13th 
Infantry regiment. Another clash near (?Hsa-taw) the same evening killed nine 
enemy soldiers and wounded nine others. 


On 2 and 3 January, two attacks by small guerrilla units of the People’s Army--at 
(?Keng Tawng) and near (Po Ba)--killed three enemy soldiers and wounded eight others. 


On 12 and 15 January, mines planted by small units of the People’s Army against the 
military government's mercenary 18th and 19th Infantry regiments killed one enemy 
soldier and wounded two others at (Ta Bwi-ni) and st (Thawa).

[Text] Combat News: On 1 October 1981, a small unit of the People's Army conducted 
a guerrilla attack near Neamow Stream in Salaw township, located northeast of 
Myitkyina. The attack killed two enemy seldiers and wounded three others. 


On 12 October, the military government's 29th Infantry regiment was intercepted 
and attacked at (La Nang-Chaungzon). The attack killed four enemy soldiers and 
wounded five. One G-2, 8 G-3's and over 150 rounds of ammunition were seized from 
the enemy. On the next day, 13 October, a mine attack conducted by the People's 
Army near (Du Nan Ku) and Ngamaw killed one enemy soldier and wounded two others. 











On 20 January, the People's Army raided and captured the camp of the military govern- 
ment's 4th chin rifles regiment in Yangka 22 the Keng Tung-Tachilek Road. Two enemy 
soldiers were killed, two were wounded and eight were taken prisoner. A total of 10 
weapons, including | carbine, 4 G-2"s, 3 G-3's, 1 G-4 and 1 sten gun were seized 

from the enemy. On the same day, an attack on the camp of a platoon of the military 
government's mercenary 4th Infantry regiment guardirg a (?ferroconcrete) bridge on 
the Keng Tune-Tachilek Road killed seven enemy soldiers and wounded eight. Two were 
taken prisoner. A total of nine weapons, including one pistol, two carbines, four 
G-2's, one G-4 and one mortar with folding stock, and one pair of military binoculars 
were seized. Two prisoners of war were released in good conditiononthe battlefield.

GANDHI MEETING WITH WORLD BANK HEAD REPORTED 
Madras THE HINDU in English 23 Jan 82 p 1 
[Text] New Delhi, Jan. 22. 


The Prime Minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, told the World Bank President, Mr. A. W. 
Clausen, that India was waging a struggle for achieving self-reliance and in the 
years ahead could reach a stage of self-sustaining growth. 


India was paying more attention to the small and medium farmers, she said and 
hoped that the World Bank management would do its best to ensure that the com- 
mitments made were fulfilled so that IDA would remain a three-year programme. 


Mr. Clausen, who called on Mrs. Gandhi today, assured her that the Bank was doing 
its best and thought that if IDA-VI remained a three-year programme, India's 
share therein could be maintained at the traditional level. He suggested that 
India could help the Bank's efforts in this behalf by conveying the concerns of 
the developing countries to the IDA donors. 


It was in the interest of the developed countries to assist the third world as it 
could lead to enlarged markets for products of the industrialised nations. He 
assured the Prime Minister that the relationship between India and the Bank would 
be maintained and further strengthened. 


India has done a “commendable job" in utilising the aid from the Bank group, Mr. 
Clausen said (reports UNI). 


The good performance was despite constraints like the high rate of inflation. 
There were some areas "where we differ, but the dialogue is continuing". One 
of the matters for concern was the growth of population, he said.

GOVERNMENT TAKES STEPS TO MEET IMF LOAN TERMS

[Text] New Delhi, Jan. 22. 


An IMF team is now in India taking a close look at the performance of the Indian 
economy in the course of what is described as an annual review, regularly con- 
ducted by the Fund under Article 4 consultations. 


Though this survey does not strictly form a part of the proposed performance review 
in March-April before the disbursement of the second instalment of $1.9 billion, 
the report submitted by this team will certainly influence IMF's thinking. It 

will set the tone for the forthcoming talks on fulfilment of the various condi- 
tions attached to the extended loan arrangement. 


The Government of India itself has undertaken to initiate a series of steps, in 
consonance with its own policies, to meet the conditionality of the loan agree- 
ment and comply with the performance criteria prescribed by the Fund to ensure 
proper utilisation of the credit for the stipulated purposes. 


In pursuance of this commitment, which is partly of India's own choice and partly 
imposed by the IMF as a binding condition, the new Finance Minister, Mr. Pranab 
Mukherjee, is taking steps to do all that is possible to comply with these require- 
ments. 


The Government is going ahead with a series of measures aimed at reducing the 
rate of deficit financing, making structural adjustments in the economy to keep 
the balance of payments within manageable limits, reorienting investment priori- 
ties, accommodating foreign capital, providing fresh incentives for private 
investment, rationalisation of pricing and dispensing with subsidies wherever 
possible. 


The intention is to comply with the performance clauses stipulated in the mem- 
orandum to the IMF by the former Finance Minister, Mr. R. Venkataraman, within a 
well-regulated time bound programme which would meet with the Fund's approval 
during the next review discussions. The presentation of the next budget will give 
the new Finance Minister an opportunity to spell out his own ideas, while defend- 
ing the commitments already made by the Government. 





Flexible Approach 


Mr. Mukherjee is reported to be much more receptive than his predecessor to some 
of the suggestions made by the Jha Commission for reducing the tax burdens and 
liberalising the internal economy to the extent possible or desirable in the 
present circumstances. He has already made a good impression with his flexible 
approach which is more in tune with the Prime Minister's own approach to these 
problems. 


The latest reports from Washington indicate that the Reagan Administration is not 
likely to go to the extent of blocking the next instalment of the IMF loan. 


If for some unforeseen reason the U.S. were to adopt an obstructive attitude, 
India has already taken a policy decision at the highest level to give up the 
loan facility and seek the necessary credits from other sources. The IMF knows 
about this decision and is not likely to carry the arm-twisting to breaking 
point.

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NEW DEFENSE ITEMS DISPLAYED IN 26 JAN PARADE

[Text] New Delhi, Jan. 26. 

The colourful pageantry of the Republic Day parade here today was watched by an 


enthusiastic multitude which did not let the inclement weather dampen its spirits. 
As usual, it turned out to be a spectacle worth waiting for. 








At the traditional venue, Rajpath near the Central secretariat, the President, 
Mr. N. Sanjiva Reddi, took the salute of the units of the Army, Navy, Air Force, 
at an impressive ceremony. 





Fly-past cancelled: Even though the keenly-awaited fly-past had to be dispensed 
with because of the overcast sky, there were many items of defence equipment to 
give a vivid idea of the military might. 


The smart turnout of school children, the bands of the Defence forces, tableaux, 
representing the cultural diversity and folk dancers were the other attractions. 


Also claiming the special attention of the people were King Juan Carlos of Spain 
and his consort, sitting in the VIP enclosure flanked by the Prime Minister, Mrs. 
Gandhi and the Vice-President, Mr. Hidayatullah. 


Earlier, the King arrived in State with the President in the shining ceremonial 
horse-driven carriage in a cavalcade led by the Presidential bodyguard. Mrs. 
Gandhi arrived--and later left--in an open jeep, waving to the crowds that thronged 
the vast green expanse on the two sides of Rajpath. 


Ashok Chakra presented: After a gap of eight years, the parade was preceded by 
the presentation of Ashok Chakra, to Capt. Cyrus Adil Pithawala of the 17th Jammu 
and Kashmir Rifles. He was honoured for his role in capturing the Manipur 
People's Liberation Army chairman, Bisheswar Singh. 


This ceremony closely followed the 2l-gun salute, that greeted the President on 
his arrival. 


For the next one hour, marching columns, bands and defence equipment dominated 
the scene. The parade was led by Maj. Gen. 0. S. Bhandari, GOC Commanding, 
Delhi area. 
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Then came 13 columns from the Army's infantry regiments, two each from the Navy and 
Air Force as also those from the para-military forces, like the Border Security 
Force, Central Reserve Police Force, Indo-Tibetan Border Police, Assam Rifles and 
Coast Guards, the boys and girls of National Cadet Corps and school children. 


Army's newest item: The Defence forces proudly presented their equipment, their 
latest acquisitions in particular. There was the Army's newest item, the Schilka 
self-propelled anti-aircraft gun, intended for air defence cover to armour, along 
with Vijayanta's 150-mm self-propelled guns, 105-mm field guns, infantry combat 
vehicles with anti-tank missiles, and the multi-barrel rocket launchers, capable 
of shooting off 40 rockets in mere 20 seconds. 


The Navy displayed a model of sleek and smart, INS “Rajput” along with that of a 
training ship, "Varuna". 


The Air Force exhibited che Matra heat-seeking missile, a cluster bomb, a Ruston- 
towed target, a Chakor pilotless aircraft and surface-to-air missiles. Four 
paintings on the side of Queen Mary trailer showed the diverse roles of the Air 
Force to mark its golden jubilee this year.

"DEAD' INDIAN POW'S REPORTEDLY IN PAKISTAN JAILS

[Text] Jan. 20.--More than 10 years after the war with Pakistan 40 Indian ser- 
vicemen, including 35 officers, are believed to be still languishing in Pakistani 
jails. While the Government has officially claimed that it has no knowledge of 
this and the Pakistan Government has denied the presence of the men, their rela- 
tives have sufficient evidence of their being alive. 


Perhaps the most startling disclosure about these Indian servicemen is contained 
in a recently-published book, Bhutto--Trial and Execution by Victoria Schofield 
of the BBC World Service. 


Miss Schofield, described as a close friend of Miss Benazir Bhutto, wrote: "For 
three months Bhutto waws subjected to a peculiar kind of harassment, which he 
thought was especially for his benefit." 


In his cell, separated from a barrack area by a 10-foot-high wall, he heard 
shrieks and screams at night from the other side of the wall. 


Miss Schofield says, "One of Mr Bhutto's lawyers made inquiries from the jail 
staff and ascertained that they were, in fact Indian prisoners of war who had 
been rendered delinquent and mental during the 1971 war. 


"When the time came to exchange prisoners the Indian Government would not accept 
these lunatics, who had no recollection of their place of origin, and so they were 
retained as prisoners to eke out their existence in Kot Lakhpat." 


The Government of India did not confirm or deny this allegation. Nor was the book 
banned. Managers of half a dozen bookshops told this reporter that after the first 
lot of this book was sold by them, they had not been able to obtain fresh supplies 


although the demand was heavy.

[Text] Vijayawada, Jan. 24 (UNI)-—-On the eve of its eleventh convention the 
Communist Party of India (Marxist) has emerged as the biggest Left party in the 
country in political influence as well as in electoral strength, according to 
party sources. 


The sources said the period between the tenth party congress held at Jullundur in 
1978 and the eleventh congress beginning here from 26 January had been one of 
“tremendous growth” for the party. Its membership had increased from 1,61,000 

in 1978 to 2,71,000 at present. 


This increase has been ascribed to the “correct™ political and tactical line 
adopted by the party at its Jullundur congress and its suitable application by the 
party's central committee during the intervening period. 





The CPI-M has emerged as the single largest political force in West Bengal, 
Kerala and Tripura. The party had also made a determined bid to widen its base 
in the Hindi-speaking States where its influence was minimal. While the sources 
admitted that the CPI-M's influence in these States was still negligible, they 
expressed the hope that the spadework done would produce good results in the 
coming years. 


The party's electoral strength vis-a-vis other left parties like the Communist 
Party of India (CPI) had been growing since 1971, the sources said. In the general 
elections held in 1971 the CPI-M had secured 74 lakh votes. In the 1977 general 
elections this went up to 81 lakhs and in 1980 the CPI-M was able to poll 252 lakh 
votes. [as published] 


Though the Congress-I led by Mrs Indira Gandhi had made a clean sweep of the Janata 
Party strongholds in the 1980 general elections, it could not make a dent in CPI-M 
citadels of West Bengal, Tripura and Kerala. In fact the CPI-M's vote almost 
doubled from the 81 lakhs it polled in 1977 to the 152 lakhs it secured in 1980, 
the sources pointed out. Between 1967 and 198 the CPI-M gained 90 lakhs votes, 
they said. 


They, however, admitted that its growth was uneven. Kerala and West Bengal 
accounted for 186,000 of the party's total membership.

The steering committee of the eleventh congress of CPI-M today rejected the amend- 
ments sought to be moved by the delegates which were of “substantial in nature to 
influence the political content” of the draft political resolution now before the 


meet for consideration and adoption. 


Briefing newsmen, Polit Bureau member M Basava Punnaiah said some delegates have 
suggested that the criticism contained in the draft of the Communist Party of 
China be “softened.” 


These delegates also wanted “sharper criticiem” on the Soviet attitude towards 
the Indian Government's internal policies. The CPI-M leader said in view of the 
“changed™ international situation and the further accentuation of the contradic- 
tion between US imperialism and the socialist camp, it was felt not necessary to 
reiterate the stand taken by the party in 1964 when the CPI was split. 
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It is learnt that these amendments were suggested by delegates from Andhra Pradesh 
and West Bengal. 


Mr Punnaiah however, said the delegates were free to press for their amendments 
to be put for vote after the discussion and the reply to the debate was over. 


“M: Punnaiah said it was not correct to conclude that Mrs Indira Gandhi will 
exploit the CPI-M stand on world peace, the growing danger of war and the danger 
to India’s sovereignity. 


"On the other hand,” the CPI-M leader said, “if we cannot take a firm stand 
against imperialism and the war danger, Mrs Gandhi is capable of turning people 
against our party saying that we are undermining the danger to India's freedom.” 


On the no-war pact offer by Pakistan, Mr Punnaiah said that CPI-M was not con- 
sidering it a serious proposition. 


He said that it was not Pakistan that was planning to wage war against India. “It 
is US imperialism that is trying to wage a war on India through a proxy (Pakistan). 
It had happened thrice earlier,” he said. 


Asked whether left unity should precede building up of a front of left and demo- 
cratic forces, the CPI-M leader said there are several links in the same chain. 


Some want strengthening of the independent role of CPI-M precede the unity of 

left and some want the left unity to precede the left and democratic front. “But 

no lopsided emphasis would help the cause and all should take place simultaneously,” 
he said.

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SIGNIFICANCE OF COLLAPSE OF MIZO TALKS NOTED

[Text] SHILLONG, Jan. 22.—The banning of the Mizo 


National Front marks the second “dead-end” in the protrac- 
ted peace talks between the Centre and Mr Laldenga. Talks 
were resumed by Mrs Gandhi on her return to power. 


Operations were suspended on 
August 1. 1960. The first dead-end 
was reached during Janata rule 
when Mr Laldenga was arrested on 
serious charges. The Grst peace 
—— between him and the 

Government was signed on 
July 1, 1976. In resuming the nego- 
tiations last year. Mrs Gandhi was 
obviously honouring the safe con- 
duct pledge given to him when he 
was brought from abroad under 
secrecy. Late jast year Mr Laldenga 
had declared that he wanted to 
return to his junzle headquarters 
in the Chittagong Hil] Tracts »y 
Noverber 26 i; the talks were 
deadlocked. Will he be allowed to 
leave just yet?

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GANDHI SPEECH OPENS INTERNATIONAL YOUTH MEET

[Text | PEME MINISTER INDIRA GANDHI ON FRIDAY CALLED UPON THE YOUTH 
THROUGHOUT THE WORLD TO COMBAT THE THREAT OF A POSSIBLE 
NUCLEAR WAR AND THE ECONOMIC INEQUALITY PETWEEN THE RICH 
AND THE POOR COUNTRIES IN ORDER TO MAKE THE GLOBE A BETTER 
PLACE FOR LIVING, 


In her inaugural address at the three-day Internationa] Youth Conference being 
held in the Capital, she emphasised the im portance of peace and harmony for their 


bright future, and urged them to involv€ more amq more people into the peace 
movement saying, “peace begins in the mind of men”.

Referring pointedly to the 
question of nuclear war, she reiterated that India believed in total disarmament, 
and as a first step in this direction, ban on nuclear armament, including all 
barbarous forms of killing and destruction like chemical warfare was a must. 


Call to Affluent 


On the issue of economic inequality, the Prime Minister urged the affluent coun- 
tries to help the developing ones as the latter had the purchasing power to buy 
the goods produced by the advanced countries. 


Mrs Gandhi told the youth that besides fighting the threat of a nuclear war anc 
economic inequality, they must also take up the challenge of new knowledge and 








how it is to be used. For depending upon its use they could become better persons 
or elso go back into the dark dank caves. 


President of the IYC-I, who was elected chairman of the conference in his keynote 
address outlined the six themes to which the deliberations would be limited. They 
are preservation of peace and reduction cf tension; disarmament (nuclear threat); 
development-international economic order; new and renewable resources of energy, 
population growth and ecological balance. 


A number of Cabinet Ministers, Chief Ministers and other dignitaries, including 
ambassadors of many countries, were present at the inaugural function of the 
seminar which got off to a very late start--an hour behind the scheduled time. 


Among those present were Foreign Minister Narasimha Rao, Union Information Minister 
Vasant Sathe, Soviet Ambassador in India, Y M Vorontsov and Punjab Chief Minister 
Darbara Singh--who attracted attention following the report of an attack on him 

on Thursday, as various Cabinet members and others approached him to enquire about 
his welfare. 


Among the delegates from 46 countries were those from the Soviet Union, Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia, Afghanistan, Algeria, Bulgaria, the German Democrziic Republic, 
UK, Finland, Sri Lanka and Tanzania. 


"We are not asking for charity. If the rich countries help poor ani developing 
countries in removing inequalities, they would also be helping themselves." 


In an oblique reference to the protectionist tendencies of some of these developed 
nations, Mrs Gandhi said certain policies pursued by them were not having good 
effect on the economies of the poorer nations. 


Challenge for Youth 


Referring to India's development programmes, Mrs Gandhi said ‘We are fighting 
inequalities. Our programmes are aimed at eradicating inequalities.’ 


Pointing out that ‘we were living in an extraordinary time of challenges,’ Mrs 
Gandhi exhorted the youth of the world to view the present international situation 
pragmatically and face the challenges with ‘courage and humour and turn them to 
advantage’. 


She said the challenge today was to absorb the new knowledge and transform the 
earth into a place that one would like it to be. It was for the world youth to 
assess and take steps and mould the future of mankind. 


"It is for you (the youth of the world) to become higher kind of person or 
return to the dark caves,' Mrs Gandhi said. 


She said delegates from different countries attending the conference represented 
various sytems of government. ‘We have to live together. We are all neighbours 
whether we like it or not. Appreciation of the problems of others led to under- 
standing, friendship, harmony and finally peace.' 
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Mrs Gandhi regretted that India had not been able to do much to change the minds 
of others on disarmament. 


"Wars begin in the minds of men’ she quoted from a UNESCO document and said she 
would like to read this as ‘peace begins in the minds of men." 


Agenda 


In its plenary session the conference adopted a six-item agenda to which the 
deliberations will be limited on Saturday and Sunday. 


During the plenary session, the conference also set up two committees--political 
and economic. Of these the political committee will take up the discussion of the 
first two items of the agenda on and the economic committee will begin a discussion 
on the remaining four items. 


The conference, in which about 100 delegates are taking part, also elected six 
vice-chairmen and a rapporteur-general. The six vice-chairmen are Saifur Rehman 
of Bangladesh; Lan Picton of UK; Krostin Evanov of Bulgaria; Christof Economou of 
Greece; Andra Boulichev of the Soviet Union and Rinos Pabla of Cyprus. The 
rapporteur-general is G Aadman of Yugoslavia. 


At the plenary session and subsequent discussions after the inaugural function, in 
all about 25 delegates spoke on the need for youth to work on its own for the 
future which belonged to them, as also on the various problems of their individual 
countries, secretary-general of the conference D P Rai said at a press meet later 
in the evening.

After his visit to Vietnam next month, the External Affairs Minister, Mr. P. V. 
Narasimha Rao, proposes to make a trip in April to Japan and possibly to South 
Korea as well, if he can manage to get away for a week in the midst of the budget 
session of Parliament. 


At ome stage it was thought that Mr. Rao should combine his visit to Vietnam with 
a side trip to Laos and Kampuchea as a token of the great importance India con- 
tinues to attach to friendship with all the three Indo-China states. 


But it is not clear yet whether the External Affairs Minister will be able to go 
to Vientiane and Phnom Penh on this occasion, after visiting Hanoi and Saigen from 
February 12 to 16, since he will have to be back in time before the commencement 
of the South-South conference on February 22 in Delhi. 


A concerted effort is being made by both India and Japan to intensify their economic 
cooperation. There is a growing conviction in both Delhi and Tokyo that the two 
countries can play a notable part in the economic development of South and South- 
East Asia, while strengthening their political links and economic relations 


Exchange of visits: The visit of Mr. Rao is intended to pave the way for an 
exchange of visits at a higher level by India and Japan in due course. The 
brief meeting between the Indian and Japanese Prime Ministers at Cancun went off 
well and they recognised the need for closer contacts at various levels between 
the two countries which have so much to share and benefit through increased 
cooperation. 


One reason why he is anxious to avail of the opportunity of his visit to Japan 
for paying a brief visit to South Korea is because of India's continued interest 
in a peaceful bilateral settlement of the Korean problem, which could set a 
healthy precedent for divided countries to strive for reunification without any 
outside intervention. 


South Korea's proposals: It is in this context that India has reacted quite 
favourably to the renewed plea by the President of South Korea, Gen. Chun Doo 
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Hwan, for peaceful reunification. The Government is studying the new proposals 
put forward by him in a policy statement made in the South Korean Parliament. 


The new formula calls for the formation of a high-power joint consultative con- 
ference with equal South and North Korean representation to pave the way for the 
establishment of a unified State on the basis of a mutually acceptable constitu- 
tional. He also proposed a seven-point provisional agreement to pave the way 
for peaceful reunification through increased contacts between the two peoples. 


Though he was disappointed that President Kim II Sung of North Korea had not 
responded to his plea for a summit meeting of the heads of the two States, Presi- 
dent Chun felt there was enough scope to pursue the idea of reunification by 
taking steps in every possible sphere to create better understanding and restore 
mutual confidence through increased cooperation. 


As Chairman of the U.N. Commission on Korea before the outbreak of war between the 
two States, India played a notable part in first averting the danger of a wider 
conflict and then bringing about a ceasefire, besides helping to sort out the 
problem of repatriation of the prisoners of war which was proving a stumbling 
block to an armistice. So any proposal or move from either side for Korean 
reunification automatically evokes a keen interest in India.

Not only has 
thie not happened but today there 
is not even a time-table about what 
the rich nations propose to do 
neat about talking to the poor 
ones. Altogether, it is no exaggera- 
tion to say that. in retrusapect at 


least, Cancun has been a  s0n- 
event. 
In the circumstances, the have- 


nots of the world could have allo- 
wel the situation te deft only at 
their peril. That should extplam why 
Mis. Ciaandhi’s initiative to hold the 
conlerence 9 New Deeth = newt 
month has received prompt and 
wulespread welcome from — third 
world lemlers, moat notablv Pres.

Nyrere Honoured

Thus it was that invita- 
tions were sent to the 32 members 
of the committee and two other 
nations were invited for special 
reasons.

and procedures even more rest- 
rctive then they have been fo 
far. The struggle for global nego- 
tations is therefore bound to be 
an uphill one. 


Not Easy 


Nor « the promotion of south. 
sovurth cooperation going to be 
cisy becouse = political divisions 
ten become a stumbling block 
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even to manrfesily beneficial 
schemes. Mercifully. the days 
when cooperation among the de- 
velopirg countries was considered 
unfeasible in the absurd belief that 
this would be like one drowning 
man clutching at another are now 
over. Fven this countrys modes! 
technics! aid to third world na- 
tons during the last three decades 
adds up to Rs. 1,000 crores. In 
addition. India has invested, gift- 
ed or loaned another Rs. 2,000 
crores to finance joint ventures. 
But the other side of the coin 
is that the wholesome programme 
for south-sow'h cooperation cha'k- 
ed out in Caracas many months 
ago remains on paper. 

The crux of the south-south co- 
operation lies. however. in the 
willingness of the oil-cxporting 
countries to use their vast wealth 
to help their brethren in other de- 
veloping nations which have not 
yet been able to recover from the 
Hlow dealt to them by the hike 
in oi! prices. After much pilcad- 
ine, the oil-cxporters did agree. at 
the Hoivana non-aligned sommt 
in 1979, to give privrity te mect- 
ine the off needs of the develop- 
ine nations. But no amount of 
pleading has persuaded them ‘o 
consider selling oil at concessions 
prices to the poor nations which. 
unkke the rich ones, are in no 
mition to raise the prices of 
their exports to mect the higher 
energy costs. 

Moreover. a whopping sum of 
$ 110 billion goes from oil-ex- 
porting develop ng countries to the 
banks of America and Europe. 
Surelv, a part of it can be chan- 
nelled into the poor countries of 
Asia, Africa and Latin America, 
without the costly intervention vt 
the western banks. 

In view of the importance of 
a heart-to-heart§ discusson bet- 
ween the oil-exporting and other 
developing countries it is reeret- 
table that Saudi Arabia is reluc- 
tant to attend the Dethi conf srence. 
But it is expected to change its 
mind.

Five years before the launching station at Shriharikotta was to be ready, Dr. 
Sarabhai rejected the suggestion for the import of an IBM computer and funded 

EC KL and BARC and thus ECIL delivered a TDC machine for this station. Dr. 
Sarabhai used to say: “If you close the import option, indigenous resources will 
emerge." 


When a foreign technology is necessary, the terms of its import should be advan- 
tageous. In this regard, UNCTAD has already formulated comprehensive guidelines. 
The imports should be canalised in such a way that technology transfer becomes 
easy and the recipient is able to adapt and improve upon the imported technology. 
A many public sector undertaking has not been able to use a costly numerically 
operated drilling the absence of the manual that never came. 


The space department has followed the practice of stationing its technical per- 
sonnel at the premises of the foreign factory where the equipment ordered by it 
is manufactured. For example, its engineers have been at the Ford aerospace and 
communications corporati’*>'s facility where the communications satellite INSAT 
is being given finishing uches. This is part of the drive towards self- 
reliance. 


In some sophisticated and fasc-changing areas, Indian effort is frowned upon on 
the ground that it would in any case be impossible to catch up with the west. It 
is forgotten that in strategic and sensitive technologies, it is necessary to get 
in somewhere at some stage rather than perpetuate dependence. The lesson of 
Tarapur cannot be overlooked. 


In any case, the argument about fast obsolescence should be met by initiating 
development in at least one or two selected areas by projecting futuristic lines 
of work. In designing the INSAT system, the country could have gone in for the 
next generation of technology but the planners felt more comfortable with what 
was already in vogue. We must seize the opportunity for a quantum jump wherever 
available by bypassing the intermediate stages of development. 


The road to self-reliance is a difficult one and all that has been achieved in 
India has been because of a firm direction from the political.leadership. This 
gain ought not be eroded by statements which might be misinterpreted or distorted 


by some.

[Text] A protocol envisaging expansion of Indo-Soviet cooperation in the field 
of non-ferrous metallurgy was signed in New Delhi on Wednesday, reports PTI. 


The protocol, which provides for asong others technological improvements in the 
aluminum smelter at Korba and preparation of feasibility reports for production 
of gallim and special alumina was signed by Minister of Industry Steel and Mines, 
N D Tiwari on behalf of India and Soviet Minister for Non-Ferrous Metallurgy 

P F Lomako on behaif of the USSR. 


The Soviet side also agreed during the talks to prepare a report on the Andhra 
alumina project which will define various stages in the construction of the plant 
expenditure every year and at every stage, maximum scope of supplies of equipment 
and services from the Soviet side and local rupee expenses required. 


The Andhra alumina project, which finds an important place in the Indo-Soviet 
agreement of 10 December 1980 could not make much headway as investment decision 
on it could not be taken. Only a token provision has been made for the project 
in the Sixth Plan. 


The Soviet side has agreed to provide rouble credit [as published] to cover all 
imports of equipment and services (roughly 40 per cent of total project cost), but 
in view of constraint of Plant funds the Soviet side has been requested to consider 
providing most of the rupee funds also. 


According to a feasibility report prepared by the Soviet side the project which 
would produce between 600,000 and 800,000 tonnes per annum of alumina, costing 
nearly Rs 500 crores. 


The Soviet Minister whose visit to India was mainly in connection with the inaugura- 
tion of the fabrication complex of the Korba aluminum plant, took advantage of 

his visit to discuss questions relating to further promotion of Indo-Soviet 
Cooperation in the field. 


It was agreed in principle that studies for the introduction of technological 
improvements in the smelter at Korba for improving production and reduction in 


energy ccnsumption be taken up at the earliest feasible time.

MEETING DISCUSSES COMPUTER INDUSTRY PROBLEMS

Pledging the support and cooperation of the Department of Electronics to the 
growth of computerisation in the country, its Secretary (and also Chairman, 
Electronics Commission), Dr. P. P. Gupta, outlined the proposed changes in 
Government policy in that regard. 


Inaugurating a four-day annual convention of the Computer Society of India, Dr. 
Gupta, however, emphasised that policy changes alone would not produce progress. 
Those engaged in the manufacture and use of computer systems should take the 
steps necessary for sustained absorption of technology and manufacture of the 
latest equipment in a spirit of self-reliance. 


Dr. Gupta acknowledged that the area of potential growth is the one of miniature, 
sub-miniature and micro systems which was almost non-existent today. 


During 1980-81, equipment for data acquisition systems worth Rs. 20 crores would 
have been imported. The developments that had undoubtedly taken place in this 
field looked like being “unnecessary and irrelevant" considering that the country 
continued to import such equipment in totality. 


While the latest hardware might be difficult to get from indigenous sources, the 
interfacing software development, installation and commissioning could all be 
done with Indian talent. He urged the computer systems industry to develop and 
produce the basic central processor for such systems. 


Delay ia imports: Referring to criticism about delay in clearing imports of 
computers where local systems might not meet the needs of a user, Dr. Gupta 
said the Department was reviewing this and evolving a new policy and procedure. 


Turning to the argument that the enormous demand for software abroad could not 
be exploited by India because of the difficult availability of hardware, Dr. 
Gupta said a chain of computer centres primarily aimed at software export was 
under consideration. 


These centres would provide facilities for development of software packages, for 
data processing and all related activities. 
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Over the last five years some 40 computers had been imported, but the software 
exports had not been much. 


Both Dr. Gupta and Prof. P. V. S. Rao, President of the Computer Society of 

India, referred to problems in manpower development. The computer industry would 
be affected if the country could not produce manpower of the right calibre willing 
to stay and contribute to the development of this industry. 


Dr. Gupta regretted that there were vast areas in which computers had not even 
made a minor inroad. “Can't we manufacture micro-—based systems, for instance 
photo-typesetting? Why should we import photo typesetters in hundreds"? he 

asked. He wanted the CSI to do something about undertaking indigenous manufacture 
of whole systems. 


No labour displacement: He disputed the argument that computers were associated 
with labour displacement. In reality, they created more jobs in totality, though 
a particular person might have to be retrained. 


Prof. Rao who spoke about the shortage of trained manpower and the brain drain 
complained against many private training organisations taking advantage of the 
shortage, offering programming courses which were not even third rate. The 
Society should initiate some action to ensure standards. 


Computers in the nineties: The speakers in the inaugural session speculated what 
computers would be like in the nineties. It was a kind of technological forecast. 


The key note address of Mr. F. C. Kohli, Director-in-Charge, Tata Consultancy 
Services, visualised the fifth generation computers offering advanced functions 
required in the nineties. 


"These machines will incorporate artificial intelligence not far removed from 


human intelligence and will use stored reservoirs of knowledge. They can process 
non-numerical information such as pictures and graphics", he said.

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The ICAR be placed under the direct charge of the Prime Minister with appointment 
of a full-time vice-chairman to look after the day-to-day affairs on the pattern 
of the CSIR; the governing body be reorganised with more non-official members on 
it; reorganisation of the ICAR headquarters to make it compact, effective and 
meaningful like CSIR; appointment of an outstanding scientist as Director- 
General; an administrative tribunal to deal with the grievances of the 27,000 
employees; setting up of a multi-member Agricultural Scientists Recruitment 
Board, independent of the ICAR and uniform service conditions for all categories 
of staff.

SOLAR AIR HEATER--Bangalore, Jan 23 (PTI)--An inexpensive solar air heater 
(ISAH), which can operate continuously, has been devised by the Indian Insti- 
tute of Technology, New Delhi. In the ISAH system, according to a paper pre- 
sented at the National Solar Energy Convention here, the ground is utilised for 
collection and storage of solar energy for continuous operation without any 
auxilliary energy source. The system consists of a network of plastic pipes, 
buried in the ground, the upper surface of which is blackened and glazed. The 
heat is extracted from the system by constant flow of air through the plastic 
pipes. The system could be operated during off sunshine hours due to the high 
heat capacity of the ground. In conventional solar air heaters the thermal 
inertia of the system is negligibly small and its operational time depends on the 
availability of solar energy.

PRIME MINISTER HEADS TAIWANESE DELEGATION 
Jakarta TEMPO in Indonesian 19 Dec 81 p 14 
[Article: "“Indonesia-Taiwan: Sun Comes Without Flag” ] 


[Excerpt] This was indeed a quiet visit. There was no ceremony of state and a 
l17-gun salute. However, a number of cabinet ministers and high-ranking officials 
appeared to welcome the arrival of the delegation at Halim Perdanakusuma airport 
on 7 December. The honored guest was Prime Minister Sun Yun-hsuan from Taiwan, 
together with his party, who arrived direct from Taipei in a special Boeing 747. 
During their 5 days in Indonesia the “state guest" vehicle from Taiwan did not fly 
its country's flag. 


The program of Prime Minister Sun in Indonesia was no different from that of other 
heads of government. The first conversation was held with Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Mochtar Kusumaatmadja. Then Prime Minister Sun, who is 68 years old, accompanied, 
among others, by his minister of economic affairs, deputy ministers of defense and 
foreign affairs, and a number of senior officials, had a discussion with President 
Soeharto at Cendana Palace on Tuesday evening [8 December] of last week. After 

the conclusion of the one-hour discussion, the Taiwanese delegation went directly 

to attend the dinner held for them by Vice President Adam Malik at the Hotel Mandarin. 


While he was in Indonesia Prime Minister Sun, who in his country has the nickname 

of “architect of progress,” also had a series of discussions with the coordinating 
minister for economics, finance, and industry, Widjojo Nitisastro; the sinister 

of defense and security, General M Jusuf; Minister of Trade and Cooperatives Radius 
Prawiro; and the minister of state and state secretary, Lt Ge.. Sudharmono. Meanwhile, 
the rest of the delegation also had contact with several senior Indonesian officials. 


The quiet visit seems to have taken place in this way because there are no diplomatic 
relations between Indonesiaand Taiwan. “However, relations between the two countries 
are very good,” said a Taiwanese official at their place of residence, the Hotel 
Mandarin, before they left Jakarta. He declined to be interviewed. However, it 

is reported that three basic questions were discussed while Prime Minister Sun was 

in Indonesia: Political matters, defense and security questions, and the economy. 


In the political sphere Taiwan wxpressed its concern because the United States is 
planning to sell military equipment to the CPR [Chinese People's Republic]. “The 
Indonesian side just listened to this,” said an Indonesian official. It appeared 
that Taiwan was interested in filling “the gap” in diplomatic relations between 
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Indonesia and the CPR, which have been frozen since 1967. “The two countries have 
the same attitude in opposing communism. Therefore, there is a similarity of view,” 
said a TEMPO source in the Taiwan delegation. 


Indonesia appeared to be very careful in responding to the Taiwanese desire, “Indo- 
nesia continues to follow a one-China policy,” said Minister of Foreign Releations 
Mochtar, in denying a charge made by the CPR news agency Xinhua, which alleged 

tht Indonesia was no longer following a one-China policy because it received the 
visit of the Taiwanese delegation. “The visit was not an official one,” Mochtar 
added. 


In the defense sphere, Taiwan offered to sell military equipment it manufactures. 
A number of items of military equipment which Indonesia uses, like the M-16 rifle, 
the F-SE fighter aircraft, and several types of armored vehicles are manufactured 
or assembled in Taiwan. 


Although Indonesian-Taiwanese relations are only at the chamber of commerce level, 
economic cooperation and trade have developed considerably. “In the foreign commerce 
of Taiwan Indonesia occupied sixth place in 1979," said an official of the Indo- 
nesian Chamber of Commercein Taipei. The volume of trade between the two countries 
has reflected a sharp increase, from $68.42 million in 1971 to $1.0255 billion in 
1980. 


Since 1977 the balance of trade between Indonesia and Taiwan has reflected a surplus. 
During the first half of 1981 the surplus amounted to $103.5 million, as a result 

of exports of $298.5 million and imports of $195 million. The commodities sold 

by Indonesia include agricultural products, forestry products, crude oil, and natural 
gas. From Taiwan Indonesia purchases machinery, transportation equipment, electronic 
equipment, paper, and factory machinery: Cement, textiles, sugar, and chemical 
products. 


Technical cooperation between the Taiwan Agricultural Development Council and the 
Indonesian Ministry of Agriculture has stood out for the last several years, in 

the form of joint agricultural projects in Sleman and Gunung Kidul, in Yogyakarta, 

as well as the sub-districts of Pagu and Pujon in East Java. Prime MinisterS Sun, 
when he was in Indonesia, had occasion to visit the agricultural cooperation projects 
in Yogyakarta before resting for an evening at Tawangmangu, in Surakarta. Mean- 
while, Indonesia also is sending a number of officials and agricultural teams to 
undertake comparative studies in Taiwan. Indeed, the Indonesian Ministry of Internal 
Affairs routinely sends officials to attend agrarian courses in Taiwan. 


Prime Minister Sun, on his return to Taipei, made no detailed statement on the re- 
sults of the visit. However, he said that the visit was on the invitation of Vice 
President Adam Malik. This statement rather startled Indonesian officials. “It 
was he himslef who wanted to come here,” said Minister of Foreign Affairs Mochtar 
while closing the door of his car after reporting to the president last Monday [14 
December ]. 
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TWO MEMBERS OF EAST TIMOR LEGISLATURE REPORTEDLY ARRESTED 
Parliament Asked to Monitor Arrests 
Jakarta MERDEKA in Indonesian 18 Dec 81 pp 1, 2 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, Thrusday [17 December ]--Dr Amir Hamzah from the Jakarta Legal 
Assistance League has asked for help from Parliament in monitoring the matter of the 
detention of Leandro Issac and Joao Pedro Suares, respectively chairmen of Committee 
A and Committee B of the East Timor provincial assembly, by local authorities. 


Amir Hamzah raised this matter in a letter of complaint sent to the deputy chairman 
of Committee I of Parliament (Defense and Security, Information, and Foreign Affairs), 
Ing Gde Djaksa, today [17 December]. According to Amir Hamzah in his letter, Leandro 
Issac and Joao Pedro Suares were arrested by security authorities in Dili, East Timor, 
in the middle of November, 1901, and at first were held in the East Timor capital. 

A few days later the two representatives of the East Timor people were taken to 
Denpasar, Bali. 


He said that the reason for the detention of the two members of the provincial assen- 
bly is beliewed to be the fact that they had reported several acts in violation of 
the law by the authorities in that province. As an example Amir Hamzah pointed to 
the visit of Leandro Issac and Joao Pedro Suares to Jakarta to meet the deputy chair- 
man of Parliament, K Kartidjo. When they were received by Kartidjo in about October, 
1981, the two leaders expressed their views, both in written and oral form, regarding 
the situation and the acts in violation of the law in their province. 


Report Reached Wrong Hands 
Jakarta MERDEKA in Indonesian 19 Dec 81 pp 1, 12 


[Excerpts] Jakarta, Friday [18 December ]--The chairman of Parlinment, Daryatmo, has 
not yet received a report regarding the detention of two members of the East Timor 
provincial assembly, Leandro Issac and Joao Pedro Suares. The two members of the 
provincial assembly had met the deputy chairman of Parliament, R Kartidjo, last 
October. 


Daryatmo made the above statement in answering questions from journalists at Parlia- 
ment today [18 December]. When he was asked about the arrest of a member of the 
highest state institution--for the two members of the provincial assembly are also 
members of the People's Consultative Assembly [MPR]--Daryatmo answered: “That must 
be looked into to determine whether those involved are really members of the MPR or 
not.”

According to the chairman of the Development Unity Faction of Parliament, Nuddia 
Lubis, the detention of a member of the highest state institution gust follow a legal 
procedure, that is, Law No 16/1969 which has been amended and is now Law Wo 5/1976. 
In the law it is stated that the detention of a person who is truly a member of the 
highest or a high institution of the state must have the approval of the president. 
Then the arrest is formally conducted on the orders of the attorney general. For 
that reason, if it is indeed true that the two members of the East Timcr provincial 
assembly are also members of the MPR, their detention violated existing procedures, 
said Nuddin Lubis. 


A member of Parliament from the Functional Development Faction who did not want his 
name mentioned stated, when asked for his comments on this question, that because 
special legislation is still in effect in East Timor the arrest and detention of the 
two members of the provincial assembly did not follow the same procedure applied in 
other regions of the coun ._,;. He said that because East Timor up to the present is 
still under the supervision of the Ministry of Defense and Security, in view of the 
Situation in that province circumstances cannot yet be the same as with other provinces 
in Indonesia. 


According to a MERDEKA source, the arrest of Leandro Issac and Joao Pedro Suares vas 
based on the fact that the report which the two figures made to the deputy chairman of 
Parliament, Kartidjo, reached the hands of the foreign press and of diplomats of coun- 
tries which supported a resolution opposing the annexation of East Timor to Indonesia. 
This was proved during the course of the UN General Assembly session, where the East 
Timor question is still included on the agenda which will be considered in the Ceneral 
Assembly. Indeed, the Indonesian Delegation was astonished at the existence of data 
on the situation in East Timor which they themselves did not know about. The data 
involved was the same as that in the report which was submitted to Parliament by the 
two members of the provincial assembly.

TRADE DELEGATION VISIT TO BRAZIL CANCELLED 
Jakarta MERDEKA in Indonesian 21 Dec 61 pp 1

[Excerpts] Jakarta, Sunday [20 December]--An Indonesian trade and economic dele- 
gation has cancelled a visit to Brazil to discuss the purchase of sugar, due to 

the unhelpful attitude of that country toward Indonesia in the UN on the East Timor 
question, Deputy Minister for Cooperative Affairs Bustanil Arifin stated on Saturday 
[19 December] at Independence Palance. The cancellation of the visit of t': Indo- 
nesian delegation to Brazil had been reported to President Soeharto at Independence 
Palace. 


Bustanil said, “Brazil invited me, but the trip will not be made, because of a politi- 
cal question. Brazil is not helping Indonesia regarding East Timor in the UN. It 
would be improper for a \elegation to improve commercial or economic relations to 
visit Brazil at this time,” the minister added. 


Bustanil said that the invitation was still valid. There remained now the matter 
of waiting for a proper time. “The right time could come next vear, if the attitude 
of Brazil has softened and is not too hard on this matter,” the minister said. 


According to Bustanil, Indonesia, in addition to buying sugar from Brazil, also 
purchases soybeans. 


Bustanil stated, “Next year, if Brazil does not help Indonesia in the UN, we won'd 
buy anymore of their sugar.”

JET FOIL SHIP FROM BOEING 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian §& Dec 81 p 12

[Excerpts] Jakarta, 7 December--The order to increcse the total number of hours 
or days for Indonesian Yavy ships to be at sea was intended to improve efficiency, AarN, 
morale, combat spirit, and the spirit of service among the sailors. yt 


This was stated by Navy Chie‘ of Staff Admiral Waloejo Soegito on Monday [7 December] 
to the press at Cendana Palace, after reporting to President Soeharto on the cele- 
bration of Navy Day last 5 December, which was centered in Surabaya. 


The Navy Chief of staff also reported to the president on his visit to Seattle, 

in the United States, recently, to attend the launching of a new “jet foil” ship 

which has been purchased by Indonesia. He did not state how much the ship cost, 
because the purchase is a project of the minister of state for research and technology, 
Dr Habibie. 


The ship has been given the name of “Zima Samudera 1" and is a special type. Although 
it is moved by a propeller system, it is capable of reaching speeds of 45 knots 
per hour. It is planned that the “Bima Samudera 1" will arrive in Indonesia in 


January, 1982, with 15 Indonesian crew members aboard. The ship has been built 
by the factory which produces “Boeing” aircraft with a passenger-carrying capacity 


or 2Z°2VU persons. 


The president has given in-tructions to determine whether the ship would serve for 
the transportation of passengers or for military tasks. It will be additionally 
useful for the transportation of troops, because the increased mobility of troops 
between the various islands of Indonesia and into combat is regarded as an advantage, 
particularly because the ship is not affected by waves and other motion. 


According to the Navy chief of staff, the shipbuilders have offered to license Indo- 
nesia, and specifically PT PAL (Naval Construction Company) to build such ships 
in Indonesia. At present this type is used as a “ferry” between Hong Kong and Macao. 


There are 12 of the ships in this service. 





Recently, “Boeing” offered a license to manufacture the "jet foil” to Italy and 
then to South Korea. However, in view of a threatened strike and high labor costs 
they turned to Indonesia.

NEW MERCHANT SHIPS

[Excerpts] Jakarta, HARIAN UMUM AB--PELNI will expand its commercial fleet with 
30 new ships in orde: to meet the needs for sea transportation services which have 
been increasing, recently. This was stated by the principal director of PELNI, 

Dr Husseyn Umar, in a statement issued yesterday [10 December]. 


Husseyn Umar declared that the ships have been ordered by the government from several 
different countries under an export credit arrangement. According to present plans, 
some cf the ships will arrive in Indonesia at the beginning of 1983. He said that 
the ships will come in part from a number of countries, while a portion of them 

will be constructed in domestic shipyards. 


The types of ships involved include two passenger ships, five ships for transporting 
transmigrants, five ships for transporting livestock, 13 ships to open up new routes, 
and the remainder, freighters which can also be used to carry passengers. 


Husseyn Umar was not prepared to state whether the 50 ships which will be ordered 
will all be new construction. He said that this is because that decision will depend 
on the requirements. If we want to have a ship turned over in a short time, whether 
we want it or not, the ship purchased will be a previously-owned ship only a few 
years old. This is because if we order a newly-constructed ship, it will take a 

long time to be built. 


Regarding the business activity of PELNI, Husseyn Umar said that there is still 

a deficit in overall operations, although it has now become possible to hold it 

down, and it is no longer as large as it was formerly. In this connection he recalled 
the function of PELNI as an agent of the government in the sector of sea cummunica- 
tions, which not only looks for a profit but is also assigned tasks as a stabilizing 
influence and carries out government missions w.ich are social and political in 


character. This includes opening up new routes. Even though they don't make a 
profit, they must be served.

CAPACITY OF ALUMINUM SMELTER TO INCREASE

per year. Later, the capacity will increase to 150,000 tons during 1983. Full 
production of 225,000 tons will begin in 1984. 


In his statement to the press in the conference hall of the office of the governor 

of North Sumatra recently Higuchi stated that the raw material for aluminum, which 

is called alumina, will be imported from Australia, under an initial contract which 
will be in effect for 8 years. Supporting the statement of the manager of PT INALUM, 
Dr Sugema from the Asahan Project Construction Authority declared that the govern- 
ment had decided to build an alumina factory on Bintan Island with a productive 
capacity of 600,000 tons per year. This factory, which will require bauxite as 

4 raw material, is hoped to be completed in 1985. In this way the requirements 

of alumina for the Kuala Tanjung smelter will be met. 


Sugema said that the aluminum smelter at Kuala Tanjung will require 450,000 tons 
per vear of alumina to be processed into aluminum ingots weighing 225,000 tons. 
In this way the production of alumina on Bintan Island will still leave a surplus 
of 150,000 tons of alumina which can be used by other industries. 


Regarding upstream and downstream industry in connection with the development of 

the Asahan project, Sugema said, the Asahan Project Authority in fact has prepared 

an area for the industries which will support the aluminum smelter at Kuala Tanjung. 
"The Asahan Project Authority has prepared an area for downstream industry,” he 

said. Downstream industry includes plants which will use aluminum as a raw material, 
producing window frames, construction materials, aluminum shapes, household furnish- 
ings, packing material, etc. He regards this use as very economical, if downstream 
factories are constructed near the aiuminum smelter. 


As an example he said that if the aluminum proauwction is sold to downstream industry 
in Java, the aluminum must be rolled in the form of ingots. The downstream indus- 
try would then meit it down again to be mixed with other metals before it is rolled 
out to become components for other manufactures.

RATHER THAN CRITICIZE THE WEST, WE SHOULD REFORM OUR OWN SOCIETY

[Text] About 27 or 28 days ago there was an article in the Pakistani press about 
the announcement of some statistics in regard to American society. The statistics 
were announced by the government. They show that in the year 1979 there were 
597,000 children born out of wedlock to young mothers. This is 17 percent of all 
the children born in America. It seems that now 1 out of every 6 children in 
America is illegitimate. It was also said that among young black girls (up to 19 
years of age) 83 percent of the births were illegitimate, while among white 
American girls 1/3 of the births were in this category. According to this announce- 
ment, the rate of births out of wedlock is increasing so quickly that it is 1 and 
1/2 times as high as in 1970. In 1979 alone, there was an increase of 10 percent 
over the previous year. What has produced such frightful intensity in this state 
of moral debauchery? One American expert has given this answer. A few years ago 
it was considered a tragedy for an unmarried girl to be faced with such an event, 
but now, becoming a mother “is synonymous with gaining status in the society.” 

One psychologist, when he asked a girl who was about to become an unmarried mother 
about this behavior, received the answer, “Probably all my girlfriends want 

babies in order to fill the vacuum in their lives. They are bored. They can't see 
any purpose in life.” The American magazine "Time™ expressed anxiety over the 
statistics from the aspect of the budget as now the American government would 

have to spend $700 million [as published] this year on the mothers of illegitimate 
children under its child support program. When the announ. ~~ent of these statistics 
was published, an alert intellectual of the Pakistan press expressed his opinion 
on this state of affairs. The essence of it was the usual opinion which we people 
put forth when we receive such news from the West: "Is the West being destroyed?" 
"Are these the last days for Western society and civilization?" "Are the non- 
Muslim societies calling out to death while caught in the whirlpool of so-called 
progress?" “Can these people not escape now from the poison of music, art, and 
the lack of the veil?" "We Muslims had warned of the vile results of this nudity 
and obscenity long before.” “See how this civilization commits suicide with its 
own dagger. [as Poet Iqbal had predicted]." "So what if this society has reached 
the moon, when its number of bastard children is increasing, and its old men and 
women have to give money to people to get them to come visit them. They are put 
in houses separate from the city. The children of these old people don't even care 
to so much as glance at them." There are scores of such remarks, all of which have 
just one meaning: “In the West obscenity, nudity, immorality and drugs are King. 
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These nations will soon be destroyed.” They disregard that in these nations, 
innumerable beautiful elements are showing humanity a heaven in this life; that 
those in the West can solve the problems of the West; that when this civilization 
does commit suicide with its own dagger, these nations will have reached the 
zenith of honor, eminence and beauty. I would like to present tc you a few news 
items from our country's newspapers. Please read these news items and consider 
the true situation. Hearing the news of the obscenity and immorality of the 

West in our newspapers, magazines, speeches and talks, we say it is about to be 
destroyed and consider ourselves very pious in camparison to that “immoral society." 
With what impudent dishonesty do we prove all the gocd points, virtues, and very 
important role in the evolution of humanity of the West to be superseded by one 

or two defects. Another one of our tricks is that, in regard to the prosperity 
and evolution of humanity, we don't even mention the individual in Western society, 
his rights, and the amazing quality of the abundant honor and dignity of society 
within the state which we see all the time, because in comparison this is why we 
each fall in our own eyes. People eventually find out the truth. Obviously, we 
live by hiding the truth, so why should we do anything from which the truth 

might come out, anyway? Now piease consider these news items, and bear in mind 
that this is that society whose bosses are every moment being eaten by the sorrow 
over the “obscenity and immoraliiy” of the West. 


"But You Are Not Ashamed--Karachi, 9 November (Faruq Parcaha, JANG Reporter)--A 
commotion broke out in the bustling area of Sadar Bazar when a pair of globe- 
trotting foreigners reached the person who was using parrots to tell fortunes. 

The young foreign lady, who is said to be German, was wearing clothes which could 
be found objectionable. Hundreds of people gathered to stare at her. Some young 
men harassed her, shoved her, and uttered obscenities. The hundreds of people 
gathered on the street caused a traffic jam. The police tried to rescue the German 
couple from the clutches of the crowd, but the crowd closed in behind them. The 
German lady was extremely frightened, and before getting into a taxi later, she 
told a Jang reporter that “she would not forget this incident all her life. These 
people were victims of mental affliction.” When some social workers heard of this 
incident, they said that foreigners should bear in mind the Islamic values of 
Pakistan and wear the appropriate clothes. Our young men are not used to obscene 
clothing. They even requested the government to put a restriction on foreign 
women wearing objectionable clothing. (Daily JANG, 10 November 1981)." 


"Eight-Year-Old Girl Molested --Islamabad, 28 November (JANG Report)--A man named 
Ashraf living in a building under construction in Islamabad criminally assaulted 
an 8-year-old child. According to the report, the W.D. watchman Shah Muhammad, 
was living in Mr Muhammad Asaf Jah's Sector F 1/6 building which was under con- 
struction. Muhammad Ashraf, who also lived in one section of the building, was a 
laborer. The day before, Shah Muhammad went to Rawalpindi after his duty was over, 
and did not return at night. His wife had gone to someone else's house to work. 
At that time Muhammad Ashraf found the young Kausar Parvin alone and raped her. 
The injured child was admitted into Polyclinic Hospital, while the accused Muhammad 
Ashraf absconded after perpetrating the crime. The police station of K hsar has 
entered the case under the ordinance against adultery, and has started an investi- 
gation. (Daily JANG, Lahore, 29 November 1981)" 


"A Young Girl is Forced to Dance Naked After Being Criminally Assaulted --Faisalabad, 


(JANG Reporter)--The area magistrate has given into the custody of the police 
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Station Thekri three young men who allegedly inhumanly treated the 15-year-old 
daughter of Muhammad Yaqub Shah, the aged watchman of Chak 41, G.B. The police 
have lodged a case under Islamic law agaimst the three, Navaz alias Goga, Zahid 
and Jafar Husain. According to the unfortunate Nasim Akhtar, the three 
threatened to kill her and then treated her with great cruelty. They not only 
made her the target of sexual and physical violence, but also forced her to dance 
naked...(Daily JANG, 25 November 1981)." 


“A Wife Raped in Front of Her Husband --Qasur, 23 November (Special Reporter)-- 
Inhuman beasts tied up a man leasing an orchard and raped his wife in front of 
him. According to the report, Muhammad Suroor had leased a guava orchard which 
both he and his wife guarded. The night before, Suroor and his wife Raziyah were 
sleeping in the orchard when Amjad and Allah Ditta came in the orchard. Allah 
Ditta grabbed Muhammad Suroor, and Amjad raped his wife. Then they took advantage 
of the dark to run away. The police station of Chuniyan registered a rape case 
against the accused and started an investigation. (Daily JANG, 3 November 1981).” 


“A Married Woman Raped--Qasur, 23 November (Special Reporter)--A man raped a 
married woman in the environs of the village Aurah. According to the report, the 
day before, Rasulan, wife of Taj Din, had gone to satisfy the call of nature early 
in the morning. Sharif forced her into his house and raped her. The main police 
Station of Qasur registered a case against the accused under the ordinance against 
rape, and began an investigation. (Daily JANG, 24 November 1981).” 


“Lahore, 22 November (Staff Reporter)--The Additional Commissioner today called an 
18-year-old girl, Munir Begum, out of the Darul Aman, or House of Refuge for Women, 
and gave her into the custody of the Gujarat police, who took her back to Cujarat. 
Three men of Lahore, Jamil, Salim and Iqbal, with the help of two women, Ulfat 
Begum and Arshad Begum, had kidnapped Munir Begum. The accused kept her in 
various places and kept playing with her honor. Later, when they felt that the 
police were searching for them, they presented the lady to the local magistrate 
and themselves escaped. Munir Begum stated in the court of the local magistrate 
that she was married, her husband was Ghulam Husain, and her life was in danger 
from him. She asked that she be sent to Darul Aman. The court had hr statement 
put in writing and then sent her to Darul Aman. When the Gujarat police learned 
where she was, they went there, obtained an order from the court, and took Munir 
Begum back to Gujarat. (Daily JANG, Lahore, 23 November 1981)." 


"A Sentence of Five Years and 15 Lashes For One Man in Sheikhapura--Sheikhapura, 
22 November (JANG Reporter)--Sheikhapura’s Additional Judge Sheikh Sa‘id Ahmad 
has pronounced a sentence under religious law of 5 years hard labor and 15 lashes 
for Sayyid Khadam Husain, accused of kidnapping and rape, in police station Sadar 
in the environs of the village Kot Ranjit. According to the suit, the accused 
Sayyid Khadam Husain had illicit relations with Bilqis Akhtar, the daughter of his 
tenant farmer. When her parents learned of it, they married her to a man from 
Rahimyar Khan, Chan number 80. But the accused went there under pretext of 
attending the wedding, kidnapped Bilqis, and brought her to Sheikhapura where he 
kept her in a rented house near Shish Mahal Cinema for two months. (Daily JANC, 
Lahore, 23 November 1981)." 
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“The Court Increased the Sentence of a Man Convicted of Rape--Lahore, 22 November 
(Staff Reporter)--The High Court has increased the sentence of Muhammad Ramzan of 
village Salim Kot, police station Malikah Bans, District Sahiwal. The lower Court 
had pronounced the sentence of 5 years imprisonment and 15 lashes for the crime of 
rape. According to the suit, a 14-year-old girl of Salim Kot was coming back to her 
home after her lessons in the town mosque on the morning of 27 November, 1977, whex 
the accused Ramzan forcibly raped her in a cotton field, and then fled. The magis- 
trate pronounced a sentence of 5 years hard labor and 15 lahses under Article 30. 
The accused had undergone about half the sentence when he appealed the sentence in 
the High Court on 14 July, 1981. The hearing was in the court of Justice Muhammad 
Ilyas. The learned judge, after surveying the case, under the authority of the 
court, put the eccused on notice that his sentence might be lengthened. In this way 
the matter of revision of sentence would also be on record in the court, along 

with the accused's appeal. 


The hearings for the appeal and the revision were heard together, after which the 
learned judge rejected the appeal and accepted the revision, and tae accused's 
sentence was lengthened to 7/7 years. The learned judge wrote in his decision that a 
sentence of 5 years was insufficient for the way in which the accused had done in- 
justice to an innocent child, so "I increase his sentence by 2 years.” He also 
wrote that under Criminal Code 393, if the sentence is for more than 5 years, the 
punishment of lashes cannot be acted upon, so in light of this aspect of the law, 
the sentence of lashes was removed. (Daily JANG, Lahore, 23 Novenber 1981)." 


"Sister Murdered Under Suspicion of Immorality--Sheikhapura, 22 November (Jang 
Reporter)--In Kot Bajvah, a man named Muhammad Hayat killed his own sister 

Rasulaln Bibi with blows from a hoe because he suspected her of immorality, and then 
fled. The police entered a case and began investigation. It is said that although 
the murdered woman had been married 6 years ago, she had maintained illicit rela- 
tions with one Habib, an oil presser. Her brother and her husband had both forbid- 
den it, but she had not stopped. On the day of the crime, when the murdered woman 
brought the men's lunch to the fields, her brother, the accused Muhammad Hayat, told 
her to refrain from immorai conduct. This caused bitter words between the two. 

The brother became angry and repeatedly hit his sister with a hoe and fatally 
wounded her. She died on the spot. (Daily JANG, 23 November 1981)." 


These news items are not from over a long period of time, but from just 5 days. 

Nor are they from all of Pakistan's newspapers, but from just one regional paper. 
And they are not even all the articles on the subject in that paper, but just a 
selection. The picture of behavior based on sadism, ignorance and apathy, of 
closed minds, of the pressure of sexual frustration and the decay of society which 
we see in these news items is sufficient to illustrate the ugly, loathsome picture 
of our society. On the basis of these news items selected from one newspaper 

over 5 days, you can imagine what an obscene image of little known sexual trend and 
social staunch would be produced from a survey of the incidents in the whole 
country. This picture we don't see, but the thought of the West gives us no 

rest. The reason for this, as I said previously, is that we ignorantly and dis- 
honestly ignore the facts when we concern ourselves with the West, where man is free 
to raise any question and solve it in any way. We are dying of suffocation. Why 
do we keep forgetting that we are members of a society where no one questions the 
facts about the problems of life, and ne one can give any answer. The bloody jaws 
of ideology and social restrictions have trapped us and we cannot escape from them 
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alive. As a result we have gone down the road of deception. Instead of seeing the 
large splotches on our own clothes, we look at the pinpricks in the clotnes of 
others and raise a great fuss. Ome could ask, if there are illegitimate children 
born in the West, drugs used, and problems of old people there, what concern is it 
of ours? Those people who have given consideration to every question of life and 
have searched for answers with complete freedom of thought will certainly find 

the solutions for these problems as well. Can we do the same? Leaving aside the 
question of an impartial survey, are we able to even comment impartially on the 

way in which our social, political, economic, administrative and cultural situation 
has developed? How strange it is then that we see the mote in the eyes of others 
and cannot see the log in our own. Those in the West live by the principal of 
careful thought and consideration. So don't worry about them. They will search 
out the solutions to their difficulties and obstacles. 


Think about your own condition where, when the Amritsar T.V. starts, the foreign 
picture magazines appear in the stalls, or when we look at foreign literature, the 
foundation of our culture, our piety and our ideology begins to tremble. When the 
newspaper man put in the headline “But You Are Not Ashamed,” was he attacking 

his own society or the German girl? This isn't completely clear. But read again 
the argument of the social workers that “our young men are not accustomed to 
obscene clothing.” Instead of censuring the mental starvation of the young men of 
their own society they immediately start to put the blame on others. They don't 
consider with what penetrating insight the German woman saw our [naer nakedness 
when she said "I won't forget this incident all my life. These people are victims 
of mental affliction.” Oh! This is what our social workers are like! After all, 
they too are products of this society and are prisoners of that ignorance which 

is the fate of our whole society. What people we are. We ignore others’ right of 
seif-determination, social sanctity, political freedom and human dignity, and worry 
24 hours of the day about killing the germs of evil and stopping the obscenity and 
nudity of the West. Here our own situation is such that we have not yet been 

able to build the mental framework for a system of government or system of society 
with which to live in the world, and have not even started on it. We just keep 
splitting our throats shouting that we are perfect the way we are and whenever any 
questions or contradictions emerge, we let loose the bloody-jawed gods of prohibi- 
tions and restraints.

[Excerpt] Lahore, Feb 7--President Mohammad Zia-ul-Haq today gave a categorical 
assurance that the Government would not nationalise any honestly-earned private 
ownership. 


He was speaking at the foundation stone laying ceremony of the Fecto-Belarus 
tractor plant being set up at Sheikhupura Road here under Pakistan-Soviet Union 
collaboration. The President said an important point of the policies of the 
present Government was that anyone could earn asmuch as he worked hard. The 

only condition was that the earning should be honest and should be in accordance 
with the Islamic principles of “Rizq-i-Hilal.” It was also imperative that every- 
one must give away two-and-a-half per cent of his annual earnings as Zakat. 


The function was also attended by the Punjab Governor, Lt-Gen Ghulam Jilani 
Khan; the Federal Minister for Production, Lt-Gen Saeed Qadir; the Federal Agri- 
culture Minister, Rear-Admiral Mohammad Fazil Janjua; the Federal Industries 
Minister, Mr Elahi Bux Soomro; members of the Punjab Cabinet and a five-member 
delegation of Soviet Foreign Trade Association “Tractoroexport,” led by its 
General Manager, Mr Jlobich Anatoly. 


The President said Pakistan was an Islamic State, with its own ideology which 
enjoined upon the faithful that they must work honestly in accordance with 
their capacities. 


The President said it was his belief and experience that anyone who worked hard, 

had always been rewarded. If anyone had built a private ownership through honest 
earning, then it was not for the Government or any other agency to take away his 

property.

MUSLIM LEAGUE CARES ONLY FOR POWER

[Text] Among the valuable thoughts Yusuf Khatak, a leader of the defunct Muslim 
League, has expressed in the best interest of Pakistan is his opinion that they should 
renew their offer to the President of Pakistan, General Muhammad Zia-ul-Haq, to wear 
the golden crown of the presidency of the Muslim League as this is the only way left 
to make the Muslim League united and strong again. He said that the Muslim League 
leader Pir Pagara had also previously made this offer to the President of Pakistan. 
Now the situation is such that they are desperately in need of the crutches of power 
in order to make the Muslim League united again. 


It is known that the President of Pakistan has several times made it clear that he 

is fundamentally a soldier and that he does not at all want to pollute these char- 
acteristics with politics. His program is not in any way to himself form a political 
party nor to take up membership in any existing party. He has said decisively that 
he does not want to permanently retain the reins of power in his own hands and that 
it is only by the rule of the people that Pakistan can move forward on the road to 
progress and security. In the present conditions the circumstances are not favorable 
for the transfer of power and he is taking appropriate measures in this regard so 
that the reins of power may be given into the custody of the representatives of the 
people in some appropriate and constitutional form. 


But Yusuf Khatak yearns to bring the president into this thicket of politics even 
against his wishes, and wants to pull him into that section of the thicket which is 
commonly given the name of the defunct Muslim League, where the thorns are so thick 
that there is no room left to even stand in. When several people advised General 
Muhammad Zia-ul-Haq that by accepting the leadership of some political party he could 
produce a better atmosphere for the establishment of a suitable civil government, 

he said that in the present circumstances it was absolutely not his role to become 
involved in politics, and that doing so would have several kinds of ill effects which 
would make the atmosphere even more uneasy. We feel that it is these opinions of the 
president which can be considered to be in the best interests of Pakistan. 


In terms of its past history the Muslim League is a political body to be proud of, 


and it is agreed that its services in bringing Pakistan into existence were un- 
parallelled. However, it cannot be denied that after the founding of Pakistan, the 
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Muslim League has played a regretable role in causing harm to Pakistan as well, as 
a result of which it can correctly be said that: 


You are neither for the earth nor the sky, 
Your existence now is only for stories. 


After the death of the founder of Pakistan, the Muslim League came into the possession 
of leaders who were not accustomed to thinking in political terms about the prosperity 
and permanence of Pakistan. 


Instead they made the Muslim League into a gambling den of their selfish motives so 
that within the space of a few years we saw the bloom of youth of this fair lady 
lost to ridicule, and this name became a blotch of disgrace on the political life of 
Pakistan. When the Muslim League began to move away from its fundamental purpose 
there began to be domestic quarrels among the politicians. The result of this 
leadership is that today it is hard to even recognize the features of this party. 


We don't say that every person of whatever rank who was associated with the Muslim 
League has tried to hammer a nail in its coffin. Undoubtedly there were some members 
of lower status whose sincerity of feeling cannot be questioned even today. But 
those people in the Muslim League who were powerful from a political, social or 
material standpoint always tried to use the Muslim League as a stepping stone to 
power. It was their blind desire for power which weakened the strength of the Muslim 
League. In our opinion the ship of the Muslim League, for all purposes, has gone 
under. The political drive being undertaken to bring it up cannot succeed because 
there is a total lack of sincerity and good intentions in that exercise. 


If some people are preparing to enliven the political ruins called the Muslim League, 
then it is only because they are caught in a nameless yearning to adorn themselves 
with power, as they certainly show no signs of any heartfelt desire to bring the 
country into harmony with its fundamental ideology. From the mind and soul of Pir 
Pagara to the heart of the lowest leader of the Muslim League, there is nothing but 
a desire for power. 


Mr Yusuf Khatak's own words confirm this point of view. He said that in order to 
strengthen the Muslim League they had great need of the crutches of power, as without 
them there was no way to breathe life into this dead body. We agree with this, but 
would express it differently. In this country if a political party without power 
obtains power by the back door, then you will see every other person praising its 
honor and good fortune. 


Now consider the wish of Yusuf Khatak in regard to power. He says that in order to 
make the proposed Federal Council representative of the country, it is essential 
that it include Muslim League representatives because this step will give the Federal 
Council great support even without elections. 


So far as support for the Federal Council is concerned, President Zia-ul-Haq knows 
best how to give it an effective form to be a dynamic and impressive step towards 

democracy, and he is doubtless making a very sincere and honest effort in this re- 
gard. And the reason for the delay in its fornation was probably because he wanted 
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to keep this institution free of those people who were tainted with political 
wrongdoing. In regard to the advice that the Muslim League be included in the 
Federal Council, we would say to the president that the Muslim League now is 
nothing but a troupe of people devoid of careful thought. We hope that on his jour- 
ney towards the formation of the Federal Council, he will exercise every caution 
when passing near the League's castle of clay.

FORMER ATTORNEY-GENERAL ON 1973 CONSTITUTION

[Text] Quetta, Feb 7--A former Attorney-General of Pakistan, Mr Yanya Bakhtiar, 
has said the 1973 Constitution provided much more autonomy to the federation 
units than what the Constitution of India provides to the Indian states. 


Talking to PPI here on Sunday, he said all the members from Baluchistan were 
present in the Assembly when the 1973 Constitution was put before the house for 
final vote, in other words adopting it as a whole and they (members from Balu- 
chistan) also favoured the Constitution. 


The members who were present at the time of voting signed the document due to 
historic and sentimental reasons. “I believe Mr Ghaus Bux Bizenjo and Maulvi 
Abdul Haq subsequently had subscribed their signatures on this document,” he 
observed. 


He clarified that it was a legal requirement that those present at the time of 
passing of the constitution should also sign it. He said he was present in the 
Assembly hall when the 1973 Constitution was put before the House for final vote. 


When the Speaker asked twice whether they favoured the Constitution or opposed 
it, none of the members dissented it. 


Mr Yahya Bakhtiar said at this stage, the Speaker declared that the Constitution 
was adopted unanimously and subsequently it was suggested that as it was an 
historic document, therefore, its original copy should be put in the National 
Archives. 


He said that 1973 Constitution was amended from time to time but the members 
did not sign it as it was not the requirement of the law. 


He said, the fault did not lie with the 1973 Constitution but unfortunately due 
to long period of emergency which continued in the country and so full effect 
could not be given to the provisions pertaining to autonomy. 


Although, he said, the fundamental rights in 1973 Constitution were restored on 
August 14, 1974 but other provisions could not be implemented. 


Continuing, he said the other unfortunate aspect was that the 1973 Constitution 
remained in force for less than four years but had been kept in abeyance for 
nearly five yeavs. This situation, he added, had caused great misunderstanding 
and concern in the federating units particulariy the smaller units.--PP!I

SAFDAR ON RESTORATION OF DEMOCRACY

Another important objective of the Federal Council, he said, was to serve as a 
link between the Government and the masses.

MORE WOMEN TO BE NOMINATED TO FEDERAL COUNCIL

[Text] Begum Mahmooda Sultana, a prominent member of Majlis-e-Shoora, has dis- 
closed that 10 more women will be nominated to the Majlis shortly. 


In an exclusive interview with "MORNING NEWS" here yesterday, she said that 
President Gen Mohemmad Zia-ul-Haq was eager to give wider representation tr women 
of the country in the Federal Council. 


At present, there are 14 women members in the Majlis from all part of the country, 
including seven from Sind. 


She hoped that the number of women members in the Majlis would be increased next 
month. 


Talking about the performance of women members in the Federal Council, Begum Mah- 
mooda said that they had placed a number of eignificant proposals before the Presi- 
dent for his consideration. 


For instance, she said the “women councillors had suggested that a greater meaning- 
ful role should be assigned to women in the field of agriculture, and their complete 
involvement in domestic chores be reduced. 


She said Pakistan was an agricultural country. Women, who formed half of the popu- 
lation, should be allowed to actively participate in agricultural production, she 
added. 


This, she pointed out, would make it necessary to improve the general condition of 
the rural women who had remained neglected for a long time. 


Dispelling unfounded fears prevailing among a section of the women, she said there 
was no proposal to repeal the Family Law Ordinance which protected the rights of 
the women. 


On the other hand, she suggested that more effective measures should be taken for 
adequate presence of women in all representative institutions. 
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She pointed out that for election or nomination of women to the reserved seats, 
only the opinions and views of women should be considered. In other words, she 
said, only women should be allowed to choose their own representatives. 


Recalling her 28-year-old association with the defunct Muslim League, Begun Mah- 
mooda said, she had joined the Federal Council to protect and preserve the na- 
tional integrity and solidarity of Pakistan which had been achieved after unpre- 
cedented sacrifices of millions of Muslims of the subcontinent.

Explaining the objectives of the Iranian Government's foreign policy, on the 
occasion of the Iranian Revolution's third anniversary which falls early next 
week, he said, Iran gave top preference to promotion of cooperation and close 
relations with her neighbouring Muslim countries. The next preference was 
given to relationship with the Non-aligned countries. Thereafter came all the 
countries which valued friendship with Iran. 


He said the Iranian Government had great regard for its friendly relations 
with Pakistan and wished them to grow further in the direction of an Islamic 
United Nations. 


Iran's imports from Pakistan, he said, had increased four times over the past 
three years as compared with the imports of the pre-Revolution period. 


He resented Jordan's recent support to Iraq against Iran, and said Jordan should 
have sent its armies to fight the Israeli forces which were engaged against the 
Palestinians and other Muslim brethren, and not to fight against Iranian people 
who were all Muslims. 


He said the Iranian Government and leadership believed in total Islamic justice. 
All people in Iran, even Marxists, were free to carry on their work peacefully, 
but, for apparent reasons, when attempts were made to disturb peace and order 
and bombs were thrown even in mosques, willing religious leaders and innocent 
people, action had to be taken, he added.

[Text] Hyderabad, Feb 6--The Vice-President of All-—Pakistan Lecturers Associa- 
tion (APLA), Syed Ali Akbar Shah, has appealed to President Gen Mohammad Zia-ul- 
Hag to intervene immediately so that the just and genuine demands of 12,000 
college teachers could be accepted as early as possible. 


Addressing a Press conference here on Thursday, he said APLA was a federation 
of six college teachers’ organisations of the four provinces and Azad Kashmir, 
having as many as 12,000 members. He said a delegation of ALPA ‘had met the 
President at Multan last year and the latter had assured them that the Federal 
Government would announce some facilities for college teachers, in the light of 
recommendations of the Provincial Governments. But, Mr Akbar said, even after 
a lapse of one year the college teachers’ demands remained unaccepted. This 
was causing a lot of frustration among them, he added. 


He said the APLA executive would meet at Sibi at the end of the current month to 
consider the situation. 


Mr Akbar said there was inter-provincial disparity in some matters regarding 
college teachers and hence the teachers of Sind felt frustrated. 


To end the disparities, he suggested: Grade 20 post be sanctioned for Sind 
teachers as in the Punjab; exemption from crossing the efficiency bar be granted 
as it was done in Punjab, Baluchistan, NWFP and Azad Kashmir; the ad hoc lec- 
turers of Sind be regularised as it was done in the other provinces; and A.G. 
offices be opened in all district headquarters as it was done in the Punjab and 
NWFP. 


He further demanded that excadre lecturers of Sind be absorbed in regular cadre 
without further delay and that arrested teachers of Islamabad University be re- 
leased forthwith. 


He also demanded that time-scale formula, recommended by University Grants Con- 
mission, be implemented, teachers be provided rent-free accommodation, at the 
rate of 40 per cent of the salary, medical allowance be given in place of so- 
called medical facilities available at Civil Hospitals.

EDITORIAL UNDERSCORES MALNUTRITION

[Editorial: "Malnutrition & Children”™] 


[Text] According to a study conducted by Health and Social Welfare Section of 
Planning Commission the other day, about 60 per cent children in Pakistan below 
the age of five are suffering from some degree of malnutrition. This is one of 
the root causes for a number of disabilities particularly mental impairment. 
Among the malnutrition in pre-school children reported to be as high as ten per 
cent in most of areas and (2) anaemia is a problem of female children of 10-14 
years of age. It is also common throughout the country among expectant mothers. 
The study also indicated that the number of motherchild healthcare centre in the 
country was insufficient to meet the requirement of the entire population. 


The report is alarming in the sense that as high as 60 per cent of our children 
below the age of five are exposed to malnutrition. Health experts have proved 
that due to malnutrition in infancy, if a child gets an insufficient amount of 
protein, this deficiency persists throughout his life. And it is irremediable 
however large amount of protein is given to him. A deficiency of protein in the 
food causes mental and physical retardation which last throughout a person's life. 
In view of this, it can safely be said that such children who are under-fed will 
fail to acquire education in the school. As it has been said that weak physique 
and weak mind cannot deliver the goods, so our children will be deprived of edu- 
cation if they fall victim to malnutrition. 


Some think back the Sind Government launched an immunisation programme in the 
province for children under the age of five years. For the purpose an Immuniza- 
tion Council for Karachi division has been constituted, with the Commissioner of 
Karachi as its Chairman. On the face of it, the programme is very useful pro- 
vided it works out earnestly. 


What is also urgently needed is to examine thoroughly the children studying in 
primary and secondary schools and bring out a detailed report of the findings. 
This study programme can be undertaken by the Health Department. Slight ~°gli- 
gence in this regard will prove suicidal. Our children need utmost care and 
attention. Because they are the future hope of the country.

SUPARCO TO PRODUCE COMPUTERIZED DIGITAL MAPS 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 7 Feb 82 p 8 


[Text] Pakistan Space and Upper Atmosphere Research Commission (SUPARCO) will 
produce computer generated digital maps based on remotely sensed satellite data 
for the recognition of rock's type and carrying out mineral surveys. 


An agreement to this effect has been reached between SUPARCO and the Geographi- 
cal Survey of Pakistan (GSP) where by the GSP would use such maps in their work. 


The use of computer generated digital maps for recognition or rocks’ type and 
mineral deposits will save considerable time and money required to carry out 
field surveys. 


An area of 300 square km in the Jhimpir coal field near Hyderabad has been se- 
lected as a study area tocorrelate the results obtained through digital maps 
with available geological information supplemented by the field checks to prove 
the technique. 


The grey level maps are digital printouts from satellite pictures, stored on 
computer Compidable tapes which show the density variation of ground features 
in black and white. Thus various ground features can be delineated by drawing 
contours of these features and interpretation can be made on its basis. 


SUPARCO has already been using the digitally prepared grey maps for undertaking 
studies in the field of agriculture and water resources for the last five years. 
But this technique is being used for the first time for identification of rock 
types and mineral deposits.--PPI

PAKISTAN STEEL COST TO BE $2.5 BILLION BY 1984 
Karachi DAWN in English 2 Feb 82 p 12 


[Text] Mr H. N. Akhtar, Chairman of the Pakistan Steel, said in Karachi on 
Monday that the project onits completion by 1984 is expected to cost 2.5 bil- 
lion US dollars which, he described, as high but attributed to absence of any 
infra-structure. 


Speaking at a Rotary luncheon meeting at Hotel Intercontinental, he said the 
capital cost was high and "we are looking as to how to bring down the cost of 
products." 


So far, he said, “we have been fairly successful in matching the landed cost 
of the imported products." 


"We have cut down delays by six to 12 months of each units in their completion," 
he said. 


By 1990, he said, the project, will be financially viable. It will pay off in 
forms of engineering tools that will be manufactured by the downstream industries. 
It will increase in terms of per capita income and gross national product (GNP) 
of the country. 


He said some incentives are essential to the down-stream industries to use the 
raw material produced by the Pakistan Steel. The setting up of large diametre 
pipeline and tin plating industries will have "powerful effect." 


Pakistanis To Operate 


Pakistani manpower, Mr Akhtar said, will run the plant independently once the 
Russians leave after the construction and operation period is completed. 


Even now, he said, the plant is being run by the Pakistani engineers and techni- 
cians under the supervision of the Russians and once the rated capacity is 


achieved (1.1 million tonnes of steel), the Russian experts will leave. 


Mr Akhtar said that during the current calendar year billet mill, steel con- 
verter, coke oven battery No 2, blast furnace No 2 etc, will be operational.

Besides steel, he said, 250,000 tommes of coke and 135,000 tonnes of pig iron 
will be produced and since the downstream industries are not there for off-take, 
there will be marketing problems. 


Pig Iron Needs 


The total pig iron reeds of the country would not be more than 20,000 to 30,000 
tonnes and new investors should be motivated for the manufacturing of engineer- 
ing goods. 


At present, pig iron is being sold to India and Bangladesh and coke to Romania. 
After July, this year, most of the pig iron will be used by the Pakistan Steel 
itself. 


He said, 21,000 workers are employed by the Pakistan Steel besides 15,000 hired 


by the contractors, and after the construction activity comes to an end, "we 
will not send them home."

COTTON CULTIVATION TO BE TRIED IN BALUCHISTAN 
Karachi MORNING NEWS in English 8 Feb 82 p 5 


[Text] The trial cultivation of some upland varieties of cotton will take place 
in Baluchistan this year following the “promising results” obtained by the ini- 
tial plantation of the crop in a few small areas of the province during 1980-81. 


These trials are being conducted by the Pakistan Central Cotton Committee (PCCC) 
in association with the Government of Baluchistan's Department of Agriculture. 


The object of the trials is to assess whether the eventual large-scale cultiva- 
tion of cotton is commercially viable in some parts of Baluchistan province. 


At the moment cotton is grown on a very limited scale in some regions of Baluchis- 
tan notably the Kacchi and Turbal districts. 


Wild cotton is also found in various areas of the province. 


During October, 1980 the PCCC conducted a survey of the Makran coast and other 
parts of the Baluchistan where cotton has been grown in the past. 


The purpose of this survey was to collect valuable germ plasma of both the wild 
and cultivated species of cotton found in Baluchistan. 


PCCC scientists are carrying out a variety of tests on this germ plasma to see 
whether it can be cross~bred with other types of cotton to produce a strain that 
will be well suited to the climatic and soil conditions peculiar to the potential 
cotton-growing areas of Baluchistan. 


The cotton research institutes being run by the PCCC at Multan and Sakrand are 
also trying to use the germ plasma of various types of cotton obtained from Balu- 
chistan in experiments aimed at evolving a heat tolerant, early-maturing insect 
resistant and high-yielding variety of cotton that is suitable for cultivation 

in Pakistan's cotton belt. 


During the 1980-81 season, the PCCC, in collaboration with the Baluchistan Gov- 
ernment, arranged for the test plantation of some upland varieties of cotton (of 
both the Punjab and Sind types) in Gandawa (district Kacchi) and Uthal (district 
Las Bela) and some other parts of Baluchistan. 
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A PCCC spokesman described the results obtained from this trial plantation as 
“promising.” 


However, no firm conclusion as to the eventual possibility of undertaking large- 
scale cultivation of cotton in Baluchistan on commercial basis can be deduced from 
trials conducted over such a limited area. 


Accordingly, the PCCC, with the continued collaboration of the Baluchistan Govern- 
ment, plans to plant various types of upland cotton in larger areas of Baluchistan 
during the coming 1981-82 season. 


Both the PCCC and the Baluchistan Government will thoroughly examine the results 


of these trials and then decide whether the large-scale plantation of cotton in 
the province is economically feasible or not. --APP

3(1) and 5(1) of the Decorations Act, 1975, under which no authority or person, 
other than the President of Pakistan, can institute on confer award, medal or com- 
mendation which is of the nature of a decoration or which is an imitation of it. 
The Press note said that it has recently come to the notice of the Federal Govern- 
ment that certain agencies within the public and private sectors have, in contra- 
vention of the relevant law, instituted and conferred awards and decorations which 
are imitations of the Pakistan civil awards. “It is brought to the notice of all 
concerned that they should keep in view the provisions of the Constitution and the 
Decorations Act in this behalf", the Press note said.

CPT CONGRESS DIFFICULTIES DISCUSSED

[Text] A senior military officer says a major decisive factor on whether the 
outlawed Communist Party of Thailand (CPT) would hold its long-delayed fourth 
congress is “whether the CPT is ready to replace its current top decision-makers 
with a younger generation of leaders." 


Army Chief-of-Staff Gen Pramot Thawonchan told the NATION in an exclusive interview 
recently that another factor would be CPT's willingness to adopt “the proposals of 
its frong organizations." 


He said that CPT was not required by its constitution to hold the fourth congress 
to be attended by members of the party Central Committee and representatives from 
all operation zones. 


"The constitution of the party says that the Central Committee and the Politburo 
of the outlawed party might hold another form of meeting to replace the party 
congress,” he said. 


He added that the constitution also stipulated that the party might adjourn the 
congress indefinitely if there were sufficient reasons. 


The constitution says that a party congress be held every 5 years unless there 
were necessities for an adjournment, according to General Pramot. 


Another senior army official who asked not to be named told the NATION that the 
fact that the fourth congress had been postponed time and again reflected serious 
rifts within the ranks of the outlawed party. 


The third congress was held between 1961 and 1962. The congress resolved that the 
party would set up its Liberation Army of Thailand and switched to armed struggle 
as the meaus to overthrow the government. 


Another informed source in an intel!igence gathering body said that he believed 


CPT would not hold the fourth congress as a result of the serious cracks within 
the party. 
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Confirming reports that it was Wirat Angkhathawon--and not CrPT Secretary Ceneral 
Charoen Wanngam--who is now the real power holder of the party, the source who 
requested anonymity said that almost all Politburo members were pro-Chinese. 


“Except Udom Sisuwan who chaired a united front formed to coordinate with the party's 
sympathizers, I don't see any other Politburo members who represent the views of 
the younger generations in the outlawed party,” he said. 


General Pramot said: “Communist defectors have told the authorities that Charoen 
has been suffering an eye disease and became blind about 1 year ago." “It is 
possible that Charoen has died as he has had no role in the party and nobody has 
met him here for about 2 years," the army chief-of-staff said. 


He said that Wirat, alias Chang Yuan, who is an ethnic Chinese has been obviously 
a pro-Beijing element and “his ideas and ideals might not be in the same line with 
other Politburo members.” 


The informed source in the intelligence gathering body also predicted that if the 
party failed to settle the conflicts, a formation of another new Communist Party 
could not be ruled out. 


The Soviet Union might seize the opportunity to set up another Communist Party. 
The possibility remains but so far there has been no indication to that effect," 
he said. 


Informed sources said that there are three major conflicts in the party: Difference 
in the analysis of the stage of development of the Thai society, different emphasis 
on the conmaunist urban operations, and the controversial pro-Chinese trends in the 
party. 


They said that the younger generation of the members of the party and its front 
organizations believed that the party should place more emphasis on its urban 
operations as a result of the much developed capitalism in the country. 


General Pramot said that the party tended to adjust its tactic by placiag more 
emphasis on its urban operations instead of sticking to the former liae of 
strengthening its liberated bases in the jungles. 

"The new direction apparently is the so-called ‘three strategic zones on two battle 
fronts,’ said General Pramot who added that the strategic zones are jungles, plain 


areas, and urban areas while the front means the military and political fronts. 


He said that the trend to adjust the direction of fighting of CPT was caused by 
serious conflict within the party.
